Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  at  the  seven 
markets  totaled  100,200  head  for  the  largest 
volume  since  the  first  week  in  March,  but 
14,100  head  short  of  a  year  ago.     Slaughter 
steers  at  r.ost  centers  sold  steady  to  7S#  low- 
er,    high-Choice  and  Prime  grades  showing  the 
greatest  decline.     Heifers  sold  mostly  steady 
while   cows  were  steady  to  50#  lower.     Feeder 
cattle  and  calves  were  generally  steady. 
Barrows  and  gilts  sold   steady  to  50£  lower  over 
most  of  the  Corn  Belt,  but  were  steady  to  10£ 
higher  in  the  Interior  Iowa-Southern  Minnesota 
area.     Old-crop  slaughter  lamb  prices  were 
steady  to  $1.00  lower  while  spring  slaughter 
lambs  were  steady  to  50    higher. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AKD  CALVES  -  Unusual 
distribution  of  receipts  led  to     uneven  trends 
for  slaughter  steers  and  heifers  at  mid-western 
terminal  markets.     Monday1  s  small  supply 
started  prices  off  on  a  strong  basis,  but  later 
increased  receipts  along  with  declines  in  the 
wholesale  dressed  beef  influenced  lower  live 
prices.     A  two-way  trend  prevailed  on  slaughter 
steers  as  demand  for  high-Choice   and  Prime  was 
narrow.     High-Choice  and  Prime  steers  were 
mostly  50-75 £  lower  and  other  grades  steady  to 
50#  lower.       However,  at  St.   Louis  and  Kansas 
City  the  week's  trend  was  steady  to  ?5#  higher. 
Heifers  were  generally  steady  except  25-50£ 
lower  at  St.  Paul.     Cows  sold  steady  to  50£ 
lower  other  than  at  St.  Louis  and  Omaha  where 
prices  were  steady  to  25#    higher.     **ulls  sold 
steady  to  $1.00  lower  and  vealers  were 
unchanged.

FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -  Receipts  of 
feeder  cattle  and  calves  at  midwest  terminals 
fell  somewhat  short  of  the  numbers  marketed 
either  the  previous  week  or  a  year  ago.  However, 
over-pll  quality  was  at  a  relatively  high  level 
for  this  time  of  year.     A  sizeable  percent  of, 
supplies  consisted  of  Choice  offerings  with 
scattered  shipments  of  mixed  Choice  and  Fancy 
grades.       Although  some  of  the  early  spring 
urgency  has  disappeared  for  cattle  to  put  on 
grass,  demand  continued  fairly  good  for  most  all 
grades  and  weights  and  prices  on  the  whole 


varied  but  little  from  a  steady  basis.  Principal 
exceptions  were  at  Kansas  City  where  the  mrket 
was  steady  to  25£  higher,  Oklahoma  City  steady 
to  50£  lower,   and  at  Sioux  Falls  where  prices 
were  50^-$1.00  lower.

HOGS  -  Terminal  markets  -  Hog  receipts  at 
the  12  markets  at  352,000  were  the  largest  for 
any  week  since  January,  but    2  percent  below 
a  year  earlier.     The  liberal  receipts  along  with 
a  lower  dressed  pork  trade  were  factors  influen- 
cing uniformly  lower  live  prices.     Barrows, 
gilts  and  sows  sold  steady  to  50#  lower  for  the 
week.     The  greatest  decline  was  generally  on 
weights  above  240#.     Sows  comprised    9  percent 
of  the  receipts  at  the  8  markets.

1  over  No.  3  live  basis  200-220#  barrows  and 
gilts  was  89#  per  cwt.  based  on  wholesale  carlot 
prices  of  fresh  pork  cuts  at  Chicago,  April  19 
to  April  25,   1962,   inclusive.

Old-crop  slaughter  lambs  sold 
steady  to  $1.00  lower  except  Sioux  Falls  and 
Sioux  City  steady  to  25^  higher.     Spring  slaugh- 
ter lambs  were  generally  steady  to  50#  higher 
although  50#  lover  at  Omaha  and  Denver.  Slaugh- 
ter ewes  were  steady  to  50£  lover.     Feeder  lambs 
were  steady  at  midwest  markets  but  sold  75 £- 
$1.25  lower  at  Denver.

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Trading  on  greasy  domestic  worsted  wools 
was  moderately  active  in  the  Boston  market.  Ap- 
proximately 12  cars  sold  at  strong  prices.  De- 
mand was  good  for  practically  all  grades  of 
territory  wools.  Woolen  wools  were  moderately 
active,  steady,  while  noils  remained  slow  with 
prices  unchanged. 

Many  areas  of  the  territory  States  were  well 
cleaned  up  and  the  remaining  clips  were  moving 
rapidly  out  of  first  hands.  Due  to  late  shear- 
ing in  Texas  and  in  the  fleece  wool  States,  a 
substantial  amount  of  wool  remained  unsold  in 
those  areas. 

All  Dominion  auctions  remained  closed  during 
the  Easter  recess  and  trading  was  limited  in  the 
South  American  markets.  Australia  and  New 
Zealand  auctions  will  resume  April  30  while  the 
Cape  sales  re-open  on  May  2. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Medium  grade  fleeces  includ- 
ing baby  combing  wools  sold  again  this  week  at 
51.07  clean  basis  on  a  core  test.  Country  buyers 
were  paying  from  48-550  but  mostly  around  50-510 
grease  basis  to  the  growers  for  medium  wools. 

Territory  Wools  -  Graded  64s  good  French 
combing  and  staple  territory  wool  sold  at  51.23- 
1.25  while  graded  60/52s  brought  51.16-1.17  and 
56/58s  staple  and  good  French  moved  around  51.10 
clean  basis  in  a  strong  market.  Bulk  fine  Wyoming 
wool  in  original  bags  including  30  percent  half- 
blood  with  an  edge  of  three-eighths  sold  around 
51.22-1.23  clean  basis,  delivered  East.  Ap- 
proximately 14,000  medium  grade  light  shrinking 
fleeces  sold  in  Idaho  at  54.770  grease  basis 
while  bulk  half-blood  wools  brought  50.760.  In 
Nevada,  12,000  staple  length  fine  and  half-blood 
fleeces  moved  at  53.250  and  14,000  fleeces  of 
bulk  half-blood  wools  brought  530.  A  substantial 
weight  of  wool  sold  in  the  Sacramento  Valley  of 
California  from  53-58^0. 

Texas  Wools  -  Good  12  months  Texas  wools  in 
original  bags  sold  around  51.30  while  8  months 
wools  brought  51.07-1,15  clean  basis,  delivered 
East. 

Mohair  -  The  mohair  market  continued  very 
dull  with  only  small  lots  sold  in  Texas  at  66^-0 
for  adult  and  96§0  for  kid  hair  to  the  warehouse. 
The  Boston  market  was  quiet  with  dealers  making 
deliveries  of  mohair  tops  on  old  orders. 

Foreign  V.'ools  -  Spot  foreign  wools  were 
slow.  Super  skirted  Montevideo  wools  unchanged 
from  last  week.  Private  treaty  offerings  from 
South  Africa  follow  with  combing  wools  converted 
to  clean  U.  S.  oil-combed  yields  and  short  wools 
to  scouring  yields,  in  bond;  Combing  V.'ools  - 
7  -  51.15,  8  -  51.13,  12  -  51.12,  47  -  51.12, 
48  -  51.11,  52  -  51.10,  53  -  $1.09.  Scoured 
Wools  -  17  -  51.08,  22  -  51.06,  27  -  51.02, 
32-^"970. 

Carpet  Wools  -  The  carpet  wool  trade  was 
slow  in  Boston.  Greasy  Buenos  Aires  November 
second  clips  were  offered  for  shipment  at  68-690, 
March  at  660,  fleeces  at  73-740  and  36/40s  lambs 
wool  around  670.  A  Cordoba  blend  was  priced  at 
67-3/40.  Greasy  New  Zealand  carpet  fleeces  were 


quoted  around  72-730  and  early  shorn  wools  at 
690  while  a  yellow  Montgomery  Pakistan  wool  was 
offered  at  66§-0  and  a  nearby  Anatolian  tannery 
wool  at  700,  all  clean  wool  fibers  present.

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Good  and  Choice  steer 
beef  eold  steady  to  50rf  higher  for  the  most  part, 
but  Choice  was  steady  to  weak  at  Philadelphia 
and  the  small  volume  of  Prime  about  steady  at 
New  York.      Cow  beef   sold  steady  to  50/  higher  at 
Baltimore  and  fully  50/  lower  at  Philadelphia, 
otherwise  steady.     At  New  Tork  the  trend  for  veal 
and  calf  was  steady  to  $1.00  hirher  while   sales 
at  Philadelphia  were  steady  to  Si. 00  lower,   and 
other  points  mostly  steady.     Old  crop  and  spring 
lamb   closed  steady  to  $2.00  lower,    the  full  de- 
cline on  old  crop  lamb  at  New  York.     Pork  loins 
firm  to  $2.00  higher  at  Washington  and  New  York 
and  $1.00  lower  at  Philadelphia,    steady  in  other 
areas.      Spareribs  steady  to  $1.00  lower;   fresh

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MEAT  ANIMALS 

Farm  Production,    Disposition,    and  Income 
by  States,    i960  -  1961 


Farm  production  of  meat  animals  totaled  a  record  51.  6  billion  pounds  live 
weight  in  1961,    according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.     This  was  4  percent  larger 
than  the   1960  total  of  49.  6  billion  pounds  and  slightly  larger  than  the  previous  record 
of  51.  3  billion  pounds  in  1959.     The  proportion  by  species  was  the  same  for  both 
I960   and  1961  with  cattle  and  calf  production  making  up  58  percent  of  the  total,    hogs 
39  percent,    and  sheep  and  lambs  3  percent.     The  value  of  production  in  1961,  at$9.6 
billion,    was  up  6  percent  from  I960  and  included  increases  of  3  percent  for  cattle 
and  calves,    and  14  percent  for  hogs.     The  value  of  production  for  sheep  and  lambs 
was   10  percent  below  i960.     Prices  for  hogs  and  calves  were  higher  in  196l  than  in 
I960,    but  prices  were  lower  for  cattle,    sheep,    and  lambs. 

Gross  income  (cash  receipts  plus  value  of  home  consumption)  from  meat 
animals  amounted  to  $11.4  billion  in  196l,    4  percent  more  than  the  $10.9  billion  in 
i960.     Gross  income  was  3  percent  larger  for  cattle  and  calves,    and  9  percent  larg- 
er for  hogs,    but  was  8  percent  smaller  for  sheep  and  lambs.     The  aggregate  live - 
weight  of  meat  animals  marketed  in  1 96l  was  2  percent  above  I960,    with  cattle  and 
calf  marketings  up  3  percent,    hogs  up  1  percent,    and  sheep  and  lambs  up  5  percent. 

CATTLE  AND  CALVES:      Production  of  cattle  and  calves  in  1961  totaled  29.  7 
billion  pounds,    a  record  high.     This  was  3  percent  above  the  previous  record  of 
28.  7  billion  in  I960.     Gross  income  from  cattle  and  calves  in  1 96 1  was  $7.  7  billion, 
3  percent  above  the  $7.5  billion  for  I960.     Cash  receipts  from  marketings  of  cattle 
and  calves  totaled  $7.  6  billion  in  1961,    compared  with  $7.4  billion  for  i960  --  an 
increase  of  3  percent.     Prices  for  cattle  in  1961  averaged  $20.  20  per  100  pounds 
live  weight  compared  with  $20.  40  the  preceding  year.     Calf  prices  averaged  $23.  70 
per  100  pounds  live  weight  compared  with  the   I960  average  of  $22.  90. 

HOGS:    Production  of  hogs  in  1961  is  estimated  at  20.2  billion  pounds  and  exceeded 
the   1960  production  of  19.2  billion  pounds  by  5  percent.     Except  for  1959  when 
production  was  21.3  billion  pounds,    the   1961  level  is  the  largest  since  1951.     Cash 
receipts  at  $3.  I  billion  in  1961  were  9  percent  larger  than  the  i960  cash  receipts 
of  $2.9  billion.     Gross  income  in  1961  was  also  9  percent  larger  and  totaled  $3.3 
billion  compared  with  $3.  I  billion  in  I960.     Hog  prices  averaged  $16.  60  per  hundred- 
weight compared  with  $15.30  in  I960. 

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS:     Sheep  and  lamb  production  in  1961  totaled  nearly  1.  7  billion 
pounds,    2  percent  above  i960.     Gross  income  in  1961  totaled  $304  million,    a  decline 
of  8  percent  from  the  $331  million  for  the  preceding  year.     Cash  receipts,    at  301 
million  dollars,    was  8  percent  smaller  than  the  $327  million  for  i960.     Prices  for 
sheep  averaged  $5.  19  per  hundred  pounds  in  1961  compared  with  $5.  6l  the  preced- 
ing year  and  were  the  lowest  since  1941.     Lamb  prices  averaged  $15.  80  compared 
with  $17.  90  in  i960,    and  reached  their  lowest  level  since  1946.

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SHIPMENTS  OF  STOCK£R  AND  F££D£R  CATTL£  AND  SH££P 
MARCH  1962 

Stocker  and  feeder  cattle  and  calves  shipped  into  G  selected  North 
Central  States  during  March  1962  totaled  334  thousand  head,    17  percent  less 
than  the  number  shipped  in  during  March  last  year.     Of  the  total  cattle  and 
calves  received  in  these  8  States  during  the  month,    137  thousand  moved 
through  public  stockyards--a  decline  of  8  percent  from  March  1961.     Direct 
receipts  of  cattle  and  calves  during  March  1962  amounted  to  197  t.iousand 
head,    or  22  percent  less  tnan  a  year  earlier.     The  direct  movenment  in 
March  was  59  percent  of  the  total,    compared  with  63  percent  a  year  earlier. 
Cattle  and  calves  shipped  into  these  States  during  January-March  1962 
totaled  981  taousand  head,    18  percent  less  than  the  1961  total  for  tnese  three 
months. 

March  shipments  of  stocker  and  feeder  saeep  and  lambs  into  these 
8  North  Central  States  amounted  to  131  thousand  head,    compared  with  119 
thousand  head  during  March  1961--an  increase  of  10  percent.     Of  the  total 
received  during  March,    63  thousand  came  through  public  stockyards--25 
percent  above  March  1961.     However,    the  March  1962  number  received  direct 
totaled  67  thousand  head,    1  percent  below  a  year  earlier.     During  January- 
March  1962,    462  thousand  head  of  stocker  and  feeder  sheep  and  lambs  were 
shipped  into  these  States,    9  percent  more  than  the  January-March  1961  total.
